This figure, however, does not 
include the water department ex- 
pense of that department is op- 
erated as a self-supporting agen- 
cy.

GRIER MISQUOTED 
INRECENT SPEECH 


Report in News Brings Letter 
From President Citizens 
Annuity Legion 


Though unintentionally so, The 
News misquoted C. E. Grier of Up- 
land, chairman of the San Bernar- 
dino county board of supervisors, 
in reporting his address before the 
Upland Rotary club on July 27. The 
“misquotation” brought a commun- 
ication from Seymour J. Milliken 
of Ontario, president of the Ontario 
and Upland Group, Citizens An- 
nuity Legion. Upon receipt of Mr. 
Milliken’s letter we contacted Mr. 
Grier, thinking we may have mis- 
quoted him, which he assured us 
was the case. 

We are, therefore, printing Mr. 
Milliken’s “Open Letter to Mr. 
Grier’ and aiso Mr. Grier’s reply. 
Says-Mr. Milliken: 

“In the July 27th issue of the 
News, Supervisor Chairman Grier 
is quoted as stating in an address 
to the Upland Rotary club, regard- 
ing the proposed annuity plan of 
paying $100 per month to persons 
60 years of age, in the state of 
California, that it will add $4 or $5 
per $100 assessed valuation for the 
property owner to pay. 

“It is evident from the above 
quoted statement, that Mr. Grier, 
and probably many others, misap- 
prehend the manner in which the 
proposed annuity is to be raised 

“This is not to be a tax on prop- 
erty. 

“It is a small 2 per cent tax on 
all commercial transactions, paid 
by the seller. It is similar in this 
respect to the General Welfare Act, 
introduced in Congress early this 
year, and endorsed by 100 members 
of Congress. 

“In 1920, the Business Men’s Na- 
tional Tax Committee urged Con- 
gress to adopt the transaction tax 
to meet the needs of government, 
because. it so equitably distribued 
the burden of taxation. In 1921 the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers conducted a general refer- 
endum on this idea and nearly 90 
per cent of the votes cast were in 
favor of the transaction tax. 

“To illustrate how such a tax 
raises revenue, let us take the gas- 
oline tax. In 1934 in the U. S., this 
amounted to 800 million dollars, ac- 
cording to the National Petroleum 
News. Now the gasoline tax is not 
2 per cent, but the national average 
is about 35 per cent. 

“Has this injured auto sales or 
the consumption of gas? 

“Here are the facts: In 1929 we 
used 376 million barrels. In 1935 
we used 430 mil¥on barrels. 

“Will such a tax benefit, or hurt 
California ? 

“The volume of commerrial 
transactions in our state during 
very rehent years approximates 30 
billion dollars. Some years have 
exceeded this figure. The 2 per 
cent transaction tax on such a 
turnover would yield about 600 mil- 
lion dollars annually. How much 
of this is needed for the annuities? 
As only American citizens can re- 
ceive the annuity, our large alien 
population in the state cuts down 
the eligible persons 60 years or old- 
er to approximately 200,000. An 
annuity of $100 per month to such 
persons would require 240 million 
dollars annually. Such recipients 
must be a resident in the state for 
five years prior to enactment, and 
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“It is proposed to secure passage 
of this plan through initiative pe- 
titions to the governor to call a 
special election this year. It is 
provided in the measure that any 
surplus above payment of the an- 
nuities shall first be applied toward 
a reduction of the sales tax. Next 
to apply on other taxes as the leg- 
islature may approve. 

“Some persons will jump to the 
conclusion that the passage of such 
& measure will induce a large im- 
migration to our state. 
not follow. First, because a ten- 
year residence in California is re- 
quired after passage of the act. 
Second, because it is planned to 
initiate similar movements in all 
other states having the initiative. 
This will quickly follow and the 
plan will become national. 

“There are in California at the. 
present time an appalling army on 
relief and unemployed. These are 
now a direct load on the tax payer. 
The state administration and the 
counties are at the end of avail- 
able resources. The solution is not 
more money for doles, but a reli- 
able job for every worker. 

“How can this desideratum be 
reached ? 

“The steady circulation each 
month of these annuities will exert 
& powerful stimulant upon our} 
business world. It will tend to 
stabilize industry and prevent the 
recurrent depressions which are 
now an inevitable feature of our 
economic system. In times of pros- 
perity a dollar will turn over one 
or more times each week. Let us 
take the low figure. This means, 
the steady, dependable purchasing 
power from ‘the annuities of one 
billion dollars every month among 
the business men of California. One | 
half of this will represent an ac- 
tual, added gain, a real increase 
in buying power. 

“To supply this steady, depend- 
able month by month purchasing 
demand means regular and reliable 
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This will | 


work for our now idie thousands | 
in the state. , 

“Then the slogan will 
throughout the land, “As goes Cali-, 
fornia, so goes the Union’.”—Sey-: 
mour J. Milliken, President Ontar-; 
io and Upland Group Citizens An-! 
nuity Legion. : 

Mr. Grier’s reply was as fol- 
lows: 

“Inadverdently, Mr. Guy mis- 
quoted my remarks concerning a 
liberalized Old Age Pension pro-: 
gram. My discussion before the, 
Upland Rotary club was an analy-; 
sis of the county budget for the, 
ensuing year and the reasons for; 
the increase in the local tax rate. | 

“Since the last session of-the leg-' 
islature I have heard of three sep-! 
arate movements that would be; 
initiated for further liberalization! 
of old age pensions in the state of 1 
California, one of which did not | 
anticipate any change from the} 
present constitutional provision re- 
quiring the counties to match state; 
funds fifty-fifty. 

“In this talk and all other talks} 
that Iam making, Iam advocating | 
the adoption of a constitutional; 
amendment transferring to the} 
broader tax base of the state the 
full responsibility for old age pen- 
sions and, in my opinion, unless the 
state or federal government as-| 
sume this responsibility, to further! 
liberalize old age pensions would! 
bankrupt the counties and local | 
taxpayers. } 

*“I did not discuss the proposal! 
that your organization contem-! 
plates submitting to the people of | 
California in an initiative amend- 
ment, but after reading your open j 
letter I believe that we are inj 
agreement that old age pensions| 
cannot be further liberalized with- | 
out the state or federal govern-' 
ment assuming the financil redpon-|
